Of c mrse the races drew the crowd. 
Having a long programme to go through, 
the judges got the ball — or horses rather — 
in motion at 1.30, when the last heat, in the 
free for all, trotting, was taken up.

The importance of improved live stock as 
a factor in provincial prosperity was amply 
demonstrated at this exhibition; and the 
influence which has been exercised by .short- 
horn sires upon native neat cattle, cannot 
fail to be appreciated by every one who has 
visited the cattle yard.

Buulanger's Farewell to Hia Follow 
erg— He Says He \V as 
Persecuted. 



Would Have Preferred Death on the 
Battle Held— A Civic Funeral 
on Saturday- 



ItHLssi'.i.s, Oct. 1.— Thtebaud, Laur, Dunion 
tel. and Cattollan arrived hero to-day at the 
same momontas Hocliefort, to attend thu fu- 
neral of Uoulnugor. 

The political testament of the dead general 
was read to-day at a private meeting of his 
friends in the Hotel RuoMontoror. The text of 
it is as follows : 

Thii id my political testament. It is my de- 
sire Hint it bo published after my death. I 
shall kill myself to-morrow. 1 am convinced 
of the future of the party to which I have 
given my name. I cannot hear the friglnful 
misfortune which bofoll me two ami a half 
months ago. 1 have tried to get the bettor of 
it, but have not succeeded. 1 am persuaded 
that my followers, who are so devoted and nu- 
merous, will hear me no auger for disappear- 
ing on account of a sorrow so gre.U. thai all 
work becomes impossible to me. Let them re- 
member mo na into avulso, nun ilejieit ultcr, 
and Ihey may continue then to act against 
those who in scorn of all laws Unci' 
mo to die far from my cull II 
try. To-morrow 1 shall bo a dead man, 
To-day I hare nothing tu reproacli myself with. 
All my life I have done my duty ami nothing 
hut my il uty. -My ileal h is no shame to my.-ell, 
hut it is a shame for my pr< scrlbt rs, Lnobu who 
sought to brand a loyal soldier by tho judgment 
ufa political tribunal. I desire to recall the 
fact that I have many times ottered to consti- 
tute myself a prisoner if they would accord me 
common law judges. The holders cf power 
have always m used. Thus acquittal was nut 
possible. 

In quitting life I have one regret, that I have 
not died on the Held of battle, lighting fur my 
country. That country, at, least, will permit 
one of lis children at the moment of rot liming 
into nothingness, to recall himself to the mem- 
ory of all lovers of La 1'atrie. Viro la France ! 
Vive hi Kopublique ! 

Uoni! and signed under my hand on tho 
eve of the day 01 mj death.

The funeral, which will boa purely civil cere- 
mony, will take placo Saturday afternoon. The 
clergy have refused to ollleinte. 

Pa MR, Oct. 1. — Members of tho so-called Houl- 
ungist party say they are convinced Bouiangor'a 
retirement from France was duo to the intluencu 
Mine. Bouliemaiu had over him, and whom they 
do not scruple to call very hard names fur 
what they term her cowardice and "luve of 
ease." But in spite of these facts it seems to 
bo certain that .Mine. Bonnemain had received 
supposedly trustworthy information, that the 
life of Qenoral Boulangor was in actual danger 
when she persuaded him to Ity from Franco. It 
is also admitted that, though placed in an 
awkward and dillicult position, Mine, Bonne- 
main was both liked anil respected by almost 
all her intitnato friends. Her devotion to the 
cause oT Botllanger was absolute and unre- 
mitting, and he seems to have fully recognized 
this, for, when following her collln to tho 
grave, Baulangnr repeated somnrely to 
three friends, who accompanied bun : " She 
was nil 1 bad left, ami now she is also taken 
from ni.>."

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WITH A DYNAMITE BOMB. 



Attempt to Blow iw the Train of the 
Emperor of Aus- 
tria. 



The Desijrii Frustrated by Railway 
Watchmen— Indignation Against 
the Conspirators. 



Vienna, Oct. I.— Etnporor Francis Joseph 
arrived in safety al lleicheiiberg, neur Pi ague, 
this morning, and with Ills advent news of an 
attempt upon liis life spread all over Austria. 
The general opinion is that the news circulated 
is either untrue, or else exaggerated, but 
caused great consternation. The story is that 
last night nn attempt was made with a dyna- 
mite bomb to blow up a railroad bridge at Ro- 
senthal, a suburb of Ktjlchonborg. This is said 
to have occurred shortly before the Emperor's 
train passed over the bridge. Some railroad 
watchmen said they raw the would-be a»sas 
sins as thoy were upon tho point of attaching 
the bomb to tlio bridge structure, and by ap- 
pearing upon the Bcono frustrated their de- 
sign. An ollicial investigation shows that two 
bombs charged with nitro glycerine had been 
placed on iho bridge. Attache I to the bombs 
was a lime fuse, evidently calculated to cause 
an explosion at tho momo t the imperial train 
was passing the spot. Tho per- 
poiratorH seem, however, to have 
miscalculated thu time when the train was to 
pass near the bombs, or else they were at fault 
as to tho length of the life of tho fuso 
used. In any case the fuse acted at about 
11:30 p.m., on Wednesday, before the Imperial 
train ever drew near lite dangerous locality 
The explosion destroyed the masonry abov< 
anil about t tie bridge t unnol, and dial urbed the 
road bed, but did not affect tho bridge atrue 
tore, ltaitroad oflicUls immediately set a gang 
of men to work on the structure, nnd soon had 
it in good repair. Consequently, when the 
impc rial train passed this morning, t here was 
little or no trace of Ui" explo- ion. No arrests 
have been tnado in connection with tho 
attempt, and tho oOicials who have charge of 
the investigation profess to be of 1 he opinion 
that the explosion is intended as a domonstra 
lion of disapproval with some ot the Kmporor't 
acts, ami t hat tho«a engaged in the domoiiBl ra- 
tion had no intention of Hiking his life. The 
general feeling is one ngtinst those engaged in 
the conspiracy, and tho Emperor's loyal sub- 
jects are unanimous in the expression of hope 
that the l>oinb exploders may bo captured and 
soverely punished. The police ae actively 
engaged in following up tho clues already 
obtained. 

The Emperor received nn ovation at Keiehcn- 
berg when the people becatuo aware of the 
bomb explosion. The Kmnuror ordered his 
carriage driven slowly through the streets, in 
order to be ablo to acknowledge the acclama- 
tions with which he was greeted on every 
hand. Replying to an address presented to 
him by the burgomaster, the Emperor thanked 
t ho latter for iho proofs of devotion which ho 
had received. Ho sa d he took the keenest in- 
terest in Bohemia, and will do ah he can tc 
promote the prosperity of his beloved country 
The Emperor has received a number of en 
nulrlcs by to'egraph, notably one from the Gor- 
man Einporor and ami one from the king of 
Italy. 

Personally the Emperor is disposed to treat 
the whole niitter lightly. There are peopl 
however, who do not look upon the explosion 
in us op imistic a manner as the Emperor. 

A dispatch from Heichenbeig says: A com 
mission of Inquiry has discovert d thirteen 
bombs on tho Rosenthal railway bridge, intelli 
gencn nf which h s heightened the excitement 
caused by the morning's incidonl..

cannot, and will not, sell. Tf, therefore, 
Americans will nut negotiate on any other 
terms, the peoplo of each country will have 
to work out their respective destinies in 
their own way us Rood neighbors and good 
friends, it is to be hoped, but separate as 
regards nationality. 

We, however, trust that the time may 
come, and that not far in the future, when 
it will not matter to either the United 
States or Canada whether Mr. James G. 
Illaine is w ell or ill, when they will find it 
to their mutual interest to trade freely with 
each other, without either country being re- 
quired to make an unreasonable or a humili- 
ating sacrifice in order to procure trade 
advantages. 



INDISPOSED. 



So the health of Mr. Blaine is such us 
will prevent his taking part in the intended 
negotiations respecting reciprocity in trade, 
on the 12tli inst., with the Canadian repre- 
sentatives. It will, of course, be suspected 
that Mr. Blaine's illness is a convenient 
pretext devised to soothe the feelings of 
sensitive Canadians who may be hurt and 
annoyed at Mr. Blaine's failure to Weep his 
appointment. It is quite possible that the 
Secretary of State finds that it would not 
be good policy, just now, cither to enter into 
the proposed negotiations, or point blank to 
refuso to bo as good as his w ord. The 
exigencies of American politics are innu- 
merable, and they are so singular that it is 
hopeless for nn outsider to attempt to 
understand them or to account for them. 

There is talk, however;, of Mr. Blaine's 
being candidate for the Presidency, uext 
year, and he must be exceedingly careful 
not to do anything that might damage his 
prospects. It is good policy at such seasons 
for intending candidates ami the party to 
which they belong to act as if they did not 
Care a flip of their lingers for Great Britain 
■end her dependencies. In fact in many 
places it is the correct thing to give the old 
British lion a prod or two, ond to defy him 
to his teeth. 

We are far from saying that Mr. Bluinc 
is not too ill to attend to the reciprocity 
business, hut we may just hint that there 
nre people on both sides of the line who will 
be disagreeably and disrespectfully scepti- 
cal us to the validity of the excuse trans- 
mitted by Sir Julian Pauncofoteto the Cana- 
dian Government. If, however, it should 
happen that Mr. Blaine and the Adminis- 
tration of which he is a member, -are 
unwilling to entertain proposals for reci- 
procity in trade with Canada and are too 
pjlite or too politic to say so 
bluntly, we trust that. there are 
Canadians who have too much 
self-respect and too much confidence in 
themselves and in their country to grieve 
long or loudly over the unwillingness of 
their neighbors to be neighborly. Fhey have 
shown the Americans before non that their 
existence does not depend upon reciprocity 
with the United States, and they can do 
so again. The people of Canada must con- 
vince Mr. Blaine and bis friends that their 
prosperity does not depend on the state of 
his health, bill that they can rub along 
pretty well, whether ho is well or ill, popu- 
lar or unpopular. 

There are many Canadians who believe 
that free trad'.', or as near an approach to 
free trade as cau be agieed up n, between 
the United States and Canada would be a 
good thing for them and a good thing for 
the Americans, but when they are asked to 
give iu exchange for this bent-fit their alle- 
giance to Great Britain they politely reply 
that they are not for sale. Canadians be- 
lieve that there are many things that cannot 
be bought with money, an I one of them is 
loyalty to Queen and country. This some 
United States cit'/.ons may laugh at as 
"sentiment,'' but they should be the last 
people in tho woild to place a low value on 
" mere sentiment." A hundred years ago or 
f,u there were people who said that the unwil- 
lingness of the American colonists to pay 
tuxes— light taxes — imposed by the Imperial 
Parliament, in which they were not repre- 
sented, was the effect of mere "sentiment," 
and " false sentiment" at that. But these 
colonists were proud to sacrifice thoir lives 
and all they held dear for that sentiment. 

Lovo of the Mother Country and loyalty 
to Queen Victoria is a sentiment ; but our 
neighbors will find that this sentiment is 
strong enough to enable Canadians to with- 
stand any temptation that they may be ex- 
posed to to > xolmnge their connection with 
Croat Britain for trade advantages. This 
is not because tliey undervalue the benefits 
of freer trade relations with the United 
States, hut because thoy who tell them that 
political unit n with that country is the 
only payment they will take for those freer 
trade relutions, usk for what Canadians 



A SHARP STRUGGLE. 

The boodlers of San Francisco, and of 
California generally, whoso name appears 
to be legion, have hud a bad scire. So 
great w as the panic among them, that some 
of the leading corruptionists found it con- 
venient to leave the country, end others 
made preparations to take their departure 
at short notice. The man who gave them 
t his fright was Judge Wallace. lie called 
the (hand Jury together, for the purpose 
of enquiring into tho acts of men who, it 
was believed, had succeeded in corrupting 
"judges, supervisors, legislators, heads of 
departments, school directors, clerks, depu- 
ties," and many others. In order to make 
sure that this Crand Jury would be a work- 
ing one, Judge Wallace relieved tho sheriff 
of the duty of selecting its members, and 
appointed an elisor for the purpose. 

It was soon found that the new Crand 
Jury meant business, and Buckley, Ruiney, 
Rudolph and Driscoll, the Examiner says, 
went into voluntary banishment, but the 
others, among whom was Chute, remained. 
Chute was suhpeened to give evidence before 
the Crand J ury, and he refused point blank to 
acknow ledge its authority. lie wus, for his 
contempt, fined $500. The case was taken 
before Judge Murphy, who decided that 
Judge Wallace's mode of selecting the 
Crand Jury was illegal, and that he had no 
power to appoint an elisor. It appears that 
Judge Murphy ia not Judge Wallace's 
superior, and his authority to pronounce 
upon his brother judge's proceedings is 
called in question. The point will soon be 
tested, for Judge Murphy is himself to be 
summoned before the Grand Jury, ami if 
he ignores the subpoena he will be fined as 
Chute was. A second subpoena has also 
been issued for Chute. Great interest is 
taken in. this tight against Boodledom in 
California. The people generally appear 
to ho on the side of good government, hut 
the boodlers are astonishingly bold and 
daring. The struggle in California just now 
is evidently which shall be supremo in the 
Slate — the law or the boodlers ? At this 
present moment, it is hard to predict which 
shall win, the chances seem nearly even. 
The Bulletin uses pretty strong language. 
It said, before Judge Murphy had pro- 
nounced his decision : " We cannot get 
along much farther under the political coa- 
litions that exist. It may be said, with 
terrible truth, that in home respects wo are 
living under the most infamous government 
known to men. It can't go nn." 



surrendered to tho junta and met his 
enemies as a prisoner undauntedly, and 
said wdiat he had to say in justification of 
his nets to their faces boldly, oven those 
who did not upprove of what ho had done, 
would have respected him for his courage, 
anil ho won.. I have been spoken of in tho 
history of his country as a brave man, who, 
if ho bad made mistakes and even commit- 
ed crimes in his lifetime, knew how to die 
with dignity. If Charles I. of England, 
tvhen he found there was no hope of cither 
recovering the crown or escaping to a place 
of safety, had committed suicide, would his 
memory be honored as it is to-day, by 
men of all nations and of every shade of 
political opinion? But there is an immense 
distance, as regards true manhood, between 
Charles [., King of England, and llulmu- 
eeda, President of the Republic of Chili. 

Boulanger was never much of a man. Ho 
was, from the beginning of his political 
career, the tool of of abler and stronger men 
than himself. And he was content to he 
a tool. He was happy whim he was pos- 
turing before the public as an orator, utter- 
ing speeches that were made for him, us 
a politician carrying out schemes which be 
had no hand in devising, and as a warrior 
on horseback, whose only object was to 
cheat the electors out of their votes. When 
misfortune overtook this weak, vain and 
empty-headed man, he had no resources of 
his own to fall back upon. A weak woman, 
who was fascinated by him, undertook to 
console him, and when he lost her, he lost 
all on earth that, iu his opinion, he had to 
live for, and, not being restrained by either 
principle or religion, he rushed unbidden 
into the presence of his Maker. The world 
will be none the worse for his death. He 
will be neither missed nor regretted and he 
will he very soon forgotten. There is 
nothing heroic in the death of either Bal- 
maceila or Bouliujer. They have done 
nothing to mike suicide popular, even 
among the class who are influenced by un- 
w holesome sensations. 



SUICIDE. 

Two men who have made quite a noise in 
the world of late years have, rather than 
face the world anil stiller and enjoy what 
life had still iu store for them, taken 
their lives with their own hand. These 
men were not heroes, although it was (mite 
evi lent that they wished the world to look 
upon them as great men. The parts they 
played in the great drama of life were not 
in any true sense heroic, and their manner 
of quitting the stage proved that they were 
wanting in the ticst and most important 

There are times in the lives of many men 
when it requires much more couraixe to 
live than to die. Life has become to them, 
from ( lie cause and another, by their awn 
faults ami follies, or by i he tyranny of cir- 
cumstances, weary, stale, llat and unprofit- 
able, ami they wi old fa n get lid of tho 
burden that seen. s to be not almost but 
altogether intolerable. When matters 
came to Buch a pa: s, the weal, hearted, 
cowardly man whose sense id duly is nol 
strong is apt. voluntarily to put an end to 
"life'.-. litfu! fever." But tie- man whose 
spirit is strong, who possesses true 
courage, knows thai, whatever life 
may be to himself, there are others 
who have claims on him and I hat. it 
is his duty to keep up tin: contest to the 
last and not to lly from the field until he is 
commanded to lay down his arms by a pow- 
er that mortal man cannot resist. 

Bahnaceda brought his misfortunes on 
himself. 1 1 is countrymen had placed him 
iu a high position — t he highest in the laud. 
They showed by this that they respected 
him and hud confidence in his integrity. All 
that lie had to do, in order to retain that 
respect and confidence, was to conform to 
the laws of the land, which he had sworn 
faithfully to administer, and, in other res- 
pects, lead the life of a good citizen. But 
Balmaocda was ambitious. Ho could not, 
under the constitution, bo renominated 
President, so he wished to have a cr eature 
of his own at the head of tho executive for 
tho next presidential term. He found that 
the temper of Congress and the condition of 
the country would not permit him to do 
this by fnir and constitutional means, so he 
tried to effect it by unfair and unconstitu- 
tional means. His attempt, brought 
about first a disagreement with 
Congress and afterwards revolt against 
his authority. lie tried to accomplish his 
designs by force, and failed. It was then, 
fearing to face all the consequences of his 
nets, that ho committed suicide. It wanted 
but this crimo completely to blast his repu- 
tation. Had he, knowing that all his 
enemies could do to him was to take his 
llfo, whon ho found escape impossible,

Indeed, taking it altogether, 
the Cloverdale herd may almost be spoken 
of as a model one, several of " the 
matrons '' being pictures of symmetry. Mr. 
MoCrae's herd of graded stock, it is mani- 
fest, 1ms not been fed up for the occasion ; 
but the individual members of it show 
the signs of being a most useful lot for the 
purposes of the daily, with sutlieient carcase 
to make a profitable ending at the butcher's 
block. Mr. J. ICirkland has several neat 
looking Herefords, whose bald faces attest 
their ancestry. Among them there 
are a milch cow, yearling heifer, 
a heifer cilf and a bull calf. Avery pretty 
and attractive appearance is presented by 
the small herd of Ayrshires, the property of 
Mr. J. R. McKenzie, of Victoria West. 
Their appearance betokenj their high 
breeding and their distended udders show 
that their milking qualities are of a very 
high order. That the fawn-like. Jerseys 
have their admirers here Is proved by- 
Messrs. R. E. Jackson, F. Sturdy, Dr. 
Powell and W. Pike, who, out of several 
ether exhibitors, were successful in taking 
prizes. The collection of ftit cattle did not 
amount to much, and it will he well for 
those w ho wish to obtain honors and prims 
in Ibis line to try and do a little better. 
Partially fed working oxen and growing 
steers and heifers which have not had time 
to mature do not make the most creditable 
display. 

Sheep farming is an industry that has 
not been prosecuted with the vigor that 
ought to have been displayed in a country 
so admirably suited to it as is the province 
of British Columbia. Leading experts, 
both of the United States and Canada, have 
not hesitated to talk about our neglected 
opportunities. The Tolmies, Mr. II. A. 
king and Mr. J. T. Wilkinson made ex- 
hibits, which show that they are not un- 
mindful of the advantages offered by the 
weighty Leieesters, the hitter, however, as 
his entries show, having more faith in the 
juicy Southdowns, to which it may be Ids 
intention to give augmented size by an ad- 
mixture of Leicester blood. The heavier 
Shropshire or Hampshire black faces, are 
the fancy of Messrs. I. Kipp and W. 
McK.ee, the latter, however, apparently 
paying more attention to the Cotswolds, 
whose mutton and wool form a profitable 
combination. Messrs. Simpson and Sando- 
ver huve gone extensively in for Norfolk 
Downs, the Oxfords being cultivated by Mr. 
Holllngshead. As before intimated, both 
the meat and wool industry are well adapted 
to British Columbia, ami every indication 
of progress, such as is given in this show, is 
most, gratifying. 

To speak of pig", here is another branch 
of fanning which, though not absolutely ig- 
nored, is not cultivated as it should be. it 
seems strange that, while, in the more 
rigorous climate of Ontario and the Western 
States, swine farming can be made to pay, 
it is here considered so lightly. Nevertheless, 
there are here the makings of something 
extensive, uud the specimens thown by 
Messrs. Page, Henly, Ivuowles, Tolmie, 
Kipp, and other fanciers, are those of pro 
vinciul agriculturalists who, when they un- 
dertake anything, seldom, if ever, fail to 
make a success of it. They are represented 
by some excellent stuck, upon which they 
are sure to go on improving, and that to 
the general advantage. They are not men 
to hide their light tinder a bushel. 

Though quite an average good le 
is room tor improvement in hors 
useful purpose class is a good one, t 
is the one peculiarly adapted to tl 
ince. For the betterment of this 
ment, Mr. McNeill's Clevela 
is well suited, and it is yet a 
disputed point whether or not such 
horses as Mr. Simpson's Suffolk 
Punch, Mr. Page's and Mr. Corfield's Per- 
cheron, or Mr. Brighouse's Clydesdale 
"Tempest " would confer the most benefit. 
The judge of horses declared the chestnut 
to be by long odds the best draught on ihe 
ground Others, however, differed from 
him and pointed to the other hoi'303 men- 
tioned us being of tin: better type. Not a 
few favored Messrs. Ltimsdeit's French 
Coach stallion " Ion," and their Pereheron 
"Blondeau."

THE RECIPROCITY CONFERENCE 

Postponement to Allow Mr. Maine to Conduct 
the American Negotiations. 

Washington, Oct. 2. — The news from 
Ottawa that tho reciprocity conference, set 
for October 12th, between Secretory Blaine 
and the representatives of tho Canadian 
Government, has been indefinitely post- 
poned, is confirmed at tho Executive Man- 
sion and at the State Department. The 
reason civen for the postponement is that 
the President deems it best that the 
Canadian Commissioners should deal 
directly with Mr. Blaine, and Mr. Harrison 
therefore asked for a postponement until 
Mr. Maine's return to Washington, when 
the time for meeting could be arranged. The 
statement is made a' the State Department 
th.it the Government is ready to meet Can- 
ada now in regard to reciprocity, but Mr. 
Blaine's great personal interest in the mat- 
ter dictated that ho should conduct the 
negotiations on the pari of the United 
States. The date for (.he postponed con- 
ference, October 12th, was ngreed upon last 
spring when the Canadian representatives 
came to Washington to discuss the recip- 
rocity scheme, but found tb it Mr. Glaine 
was not quite ready to meet them.

San Fkancisco, Oct. 'J. — Tho McGrath 
party, which has been in Alaska, on the 
boundary lino work, for over two years, ar- 
rived, to-day, on the revenue cutter Richard 
Rush. This party, headed by .J. P. Mc- 
Grath and W. W. Davis, assistants in the 
United States Coast ami Geodetic Survey, 
left here dune 14th, 18H0, wuh a similar 
party, bonded by Assistant J. Henry Tur- 
ner. They were detailed to make surveys 
and observations bearing en the exact loca- 
tion of tho eastern boundary line of Alaska. 
Turner's party, which went to a point on 
the Upper Porcupine River, about 250 
miles duo north of the McGrath party, re- 
turned several weeks ago, and the narration 
of their experiences has already been pub- 
lished. 

The work was successful to the extent 
that ail was accomplished that was ex pec I - 
ed. Observations were taken every night 
that the weather would permit, 
it Undo end longitude. There 
considerable topographical wot k 
also, and a mining survey was 
made of the Yukon river for a long distance 
down toward old Port Yukon. Frequent 
excursions were made to various points. 
It is curious that none of the McGrath or 
the Turner party met during all the time 
after they parted company. Soon alter 
reaching the great territory at the north of 
Camp Davidson, it was an absolutely im- 
penetrable wilderness. Even Indians when 
they want to go to that region to the rampart 
house, on Porcupine liver, go away down 
about. -101) miles, to port Yukon, and then 
up river. During the winter of 1889, pro- 
visions ran very low at the camp. They 
had about foUI months' supplies when they 
went there, and more were to come up 
river by the steamer Arctic, but it, was 
wrecked just after leaving St. Michael's 
and everything was lost. Fortunately 
game was abundant ; moose and cariboo 
were thick as ipiail, and the camp managed 
to maintain a fairly comfortable bill of fare. 
Met; rath pays a high tribute to McGlarty 
and French, two of his men, who went that 
winter about, GOD miles down the Yukon to 
Sharman Stevens' place. They wont to get 
supplies, and in February slatted to return. 
They had two dog sledges, but they had to 
do as much pulling as the dogs before they 
got through. The cold was intense. They 
forced their way along on the fro/en river, 
and the journey took them 70 days. They 
cached provisions often, and had to make 
tedious return trips. They reached camp 
finally with 250 pounds of flour, besides 
other articles. They had cut off their boot 
legs to feed their dogs, nnl had suffered 
great privations. 

The summer weather at the camp was 
quite pleasant. Vegetation grows (|iiite 
rank . Considerable gardening isd no at Jack 
McQ.uestcn'a place, now Mitchell post-office, 
located at the confluences of 40 Mile ('reek 
and the Yukon; the principal trading post, 
carried on by MoQllostin and Mays is here. 
McQuestin has been tunning the little 
steamer "New Rocket," but lately he has 
sold it to a trader named Harper. At Mo- 
Questing they raise beets, turnips, lettuce 
and hardy vegetables, some potatoes and 
this year they have grown quite n respect- 
able crop of barley. 'I his McQucstin's 
place is heudquarters for the Franklin 
Gulch mining camp, a flourishing camp 
about No miles down 40 Mile Creek. Over 
101) miners .are located here i mil McGrath 
says they have a model settlement for a 
mining town. There is strict government 
and a shooting scrape or drunken row is 
comparatively unknown. Mining there 
pays fairly well, though a miner can work 
with comfort only about three mouths of 
the year.

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LIBERALS AND RADICALS. 



The Grand Old Mau Makes a Great 
Speech at New- 
castle. 

John Morley Says a Constitution Is 
Needed— Home Kule, Labor 
Reform. 



Newcastle, Oct. 1.— The formal opening of 
the great National Liberal Federation congress 
occurred horo to day. The most extensive pre- 
parations lmvo been made for Iho reeoptlon 
and entertainment of Gladstone. An enormous 
crowd was present when the congress was 
called to order at '2 o'clock, I his afternoon. Dr. 
Watson, who presided, was re-elected presi- 
dent. 

Homo idea of tho congress can bo had from 
tho fuct that no less than 3,000 delegates, to say 
nothing of distinguished parliamentary lead- 
ers, hare made arrnngamonts to address tho 
congress before it closes ir. labors. Nearly SO 
members of parliament will ho present. 

As each delegare represents 1,000 voter.", the 
congress represents about H.iHJO.OtX) decora 
from England and Wules alone. 

Alter tho report of the federation's past 
year's work had been read and adopted, John 
.Morley addressed the congress. Ho referred 
to the spirit of Liberalism as inspired by tho 
highest motives and noblest impulses. Ireland, 
he said, had vindicated the confidence the 
Liberals had placed In bur by refusing In follow 
a leader the Liberals o add not conscientiously 
work with. In regard to temperance reform, 
ho said it was not the Liberals' fault, that it bad 
not legislatively advanced, for, as usual, the 
Conservatives blocked tho way. 

There was a prosnect that, if victorious. Iho 
members of the Houso of Commons would llml 
to all sueli measures uny ii Idle obstacle) to 
progress in the House of Lords, theroforc, it 
hecaino a matter for serious consideration as 
to how long that privilege house, i.on-rupre- 
Beatntivo and non-roformod ns it was. out, of 
sympathy and out of touch with tho majority 
of tho ropr snntativo chamber, was to endure. 
(Prolonged cheering.) 

Continuing, after the applause had subsided, 
Mnrloy said ho was ready lo renew the agita- 
tion against hereditary peers whenever their 
lordships pleased. Alluding to the obstacles 
existing in tho exercise of tho franchise, Mor- 
ley said ho did not know how 'ho voice of the 
workmen could bo heard with full effect in 
: Parliament Until England followed tho ex- 
ample of other countries irr having a constitu- 
tion, and by placing some moderate assistance 
within tho reach of tho aspirants to serve the 
people in Parliament. (Loud cheering.) Tiro 
country could rrot hoar constantly the voice of 
the working population. The workmen ought, 
therefore, to be encouraged to obtain repre- 
sentation in all local authoritative bodiea, 
councils anil school boards, up to tiro great 
sennto of tho nation. 

A resolution of trust In Mr. Gl dstone and 
belief that no wise or durablo settlement of 
the Irish question can ho effected except by 
the establishment of an Irish legislative body 
for tho management of exclusively Irish affairs 
Wus carried with cheers. 

Dr. Watson, prosidenl of Iho National Liber- 
al Federation, referring to lire eight-hour ques- 
tion, snid it still lomaiuod in the state of argu 
inent, for tho resolutions received from different 
associations vary in their interpretation of the 
matter and in the lYriii iir which they would 
liko such a law passed. Tho National Liberal 
Federation, he added, did not wish to stillo dis- 
cussion on the oightdiour question. On the 
contrary, it desired that the question should be 
searched out, and the members of the council 
wore prepared to give trie question a ehauce to 
como up for general discussion. 

A resolution in favor of disestablishing the 
Welsh church and to amend free education 
by increasing popular control of schools was 
passed. 

to-morrow the women's federation will hold 
a meeting, at which Mrs. Gladstone is expected 
to preside. In tho evening there will bo a great 
meeting uf Liberals, at which Gladstone ii ex- 
pected to speak. 

In an lu i or view with an Associated Cress re- 
presentative, Mr. Shnadhoret, the great Liboral 
organizer, said the meeting is not (or discus- 
Bioneomuchas for declaration. The council 
of tho federal ion, weeks before the annual 
nieoilng, sent out circulars to every local asso- 
ciation, asking inform ition as to their attitudo 
ou questions interesting to the party at large. 
When the council tinds that tho great mans of 
the party have agreed upon a certain course of 
action, then it is ready to embody tho parti's 
wishes in a resolution, adding a new plank to 
tho recognized plait, rm. Thus they adopted 
homo nil o and disestablishment of tho Welsh 
and Scotch Churches, but have not adopted tire 
eight hour day, women sullr me and boiiio other 
measures which have ardent advocates in the 
party. They concentrate tho whole strength of 
the party upon tho formation of such legisla- 
tion as is by general consent deemed of tho 
first importance, and deal with no unsettled 
question. 

The programme to be approved this year, he 
said, is much the same as the last. It re affirms 
as the first and foremost plank, home rule. Mr. 
Gladstone, ho said, will declare himself on the 
Irish policy to-morrow. The other resolutions 
will Include, besides those adopted at to-day's 
meeting, a declaration tnat Great Britain 
should avoid entanglement in continental 
quarrels anil promote the principle of inter- 
national arbitral ion ; that in any reform of the 
land laws iuit aud equitable taxation of land 
values and ground rents is essential ; that all 
restrictions upon the the free sale and transfer 
of land should be abolished; local electoral re- 
forms, direct popular veto of the liquor trallle, 
better housing of the working classes, exten- 
sion of the factory acts, and the mending or 
ending of tho House of Lords. "Tim," said 
Mr. Schnadhorst, " is our programme."

Next day 
a course was headed for tho Russian .side, 
and boats were lowered off Copper Island 
on the 15th of July. The Buccess was fair, 
and in four weeks 500 skins were taken. 
On the 10th of September, anchor was 
weighed, and, with 601 skins in tho bold, bIic 
net aail for home. On the 12th of September 
■I gale was encountered, which Fmashcd her 
foretopmast, but this accident was speedily 
made good, and no further mishap occurred. 
Lust Sunday, the Penelope struck a fearful 
hurricane, which continued with great force 
until Tuesday afternoon. The schooner 
rode out tho storm magnificently. Accord- 
ing to statements of ne:irly the whole of the 
crew, tho storm must have been terrific. It 
wis in this samo gale that H.M.S. Nymphe 
had her boats smashed to pieces.

11. M-S- NYMPHE RETURNS- 

A Budget of News— She Meets with some very 
Severe Storms. 

H.M.S. Nymphe returned to Esquimalt 
yesterday morning from Behring's Sea, after 
an absence of three months. Thanks to the 
courtesy of her officers, a Colonist repre- 
sentative was put in possession of all the 
most interesting news of her trip. She left 
Ounalaska, at periods of about 12 days, 
during which period she patrolled ''different 
portions of Behring's Sea, in search of 
schooners. Only six were warned, how- 
ever, by her, and nearly the whole of the 
work of warning vessels was done by the 
American cutters, which trot to the Sea first. 
The Nymphe called at all the seal islands, 
including, of course, St. George, St. Paul 
and St. Matthew, and fell in several times 
with the Danube, having on board the Brit- 
ish Commissioners. Sir George Baden- 
Powell seems to have earned golden opinions 
especially of the American ollicers, for his 
courtesy and evident willingness to listen to 
both sides of the question, while he has been 
most unsparing of his own comfort in pur- 
suing his enquiries in a very practical 
manner. The Nymphe was several times 
surrounded by many thousands of seals, and 
occasionally the islands were thronged by 
them. Twice Captain Turner and his 
lieutenants witnessed a killing on the 
islands, a sight, however, as it turned out, 
more sickening than edifying. 

The Nymphe had the honor of being the 
entertainment ship of the fleet in Northern 
waters, and many scenes of good fellowship 
'ind breaks in the dull monotonous life in 
that lonely part of the world were tho 
result of the efforts of the amateur dramatic 
company aboard her. They gavo a large 
number of entertainments, all of which 
were attended by large crowds, both of 
sailors and natives of tho Islands. The 
manager of the Alaska Commercial Co., Mr. 
Nowmann, was also responsible for some 
bright spots in the dullness, by getting up 
three excellent dances, to which a large 
number of people were invited. 

The captain and ollicers of the Nymphe 
repudiate, in tho most emphatic manner, 
the accusations of Captain McDoUgall to 
the elfeet that one of their number hud 
used insulting words to him on board the 
schooner Marvin. An explanation is now 
in order. 

On the trip down the Nymphe ex- 
perienced some very heavy gales, and a 
little damage was done to her top gear. 
For several hours last Tuesday, when the 
vessel was off Queen Charlotte Islands, she 
was literally under water. The Nymphe 
will very probably receive orders to proceed 
at once to Chili.
